He was awarded his 
ph.'D degree from the Univer- 
sity of Michigan in 1903 and the

A prolific writer, his articles 
covered a variety of legal sub- 
jects. including executive of 
w ills and a iministration of es- 
tates. 

During hhs years at UK, the 
law school enrollmc t increased 
from 75 to 250 students and the
